acre rent, depending upon the price 
of grain when he sells, as he is hold- 
ing his crop for higher prices. Mr. 
Flagler has been the owner of con- 
siderable land in Iowa, 
never secured 80 much rent 
any there, of which 
would now sell for $100 per acre. 

In this same district R. C. Hamm 
reports a yield of 6,317 bushels: of 
oats from sixty acres, an average of 
about 104 bushels per acre, raised 
on section 26-26-28. 

On section, 28-26-28 Ezra Clark 
has threshed this season 106 bushels 
of oats per acre. These yields are 
all machine measure and as the oats 
weigh from thirty-seven to forty-five 
pounds per bushel the yield will be 
materially inereased when the crop 
is put over the scales.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


Lesson V.—Fourth Quarter, For 
Oct. 31, 1909. 


THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, Acts xxvii, 13-26. 
Memory Verses, 22-24—Golden Text, 
Ps. xxxvii, 5—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


As we hear Agrippa say privately to 
Festus, “This man might have been 
set at liberty if he had not appealed 
unto Caesar” (xxvi, 31), we are tempt- 
ed to feel a pang of regret that Paul 
had thus appealed, but when we re- 
member that his liberty-would proba- 
bly have meant his death because of 
the Jews, who were watching their 
opportunity to kill him, we are glad 
that his life is still protected. Paul 
and other prisoners were committed to 
the care of Julius, a Roman centurion, 
and set sail for Italy, Aristarchus of 
Macedonia (xix, 29) being one of the 
company. We have no account of fare- 


‘wells, as at other places, though we 


cannot imagine that such were lack- 
ing, but we have quite a detailed ac- 
count of the voyage. We note, with 
gratitude to God, the cventurion’s cour- 
teous treatment of Paul and that when 
they touched at Sidon he was allowed 
to go unto his friends to refresh him- 
self (verse 2). We cannot but hope 
that this centurion ere he parted com- 
pany with Paul bad received Jesus as 
the Christ and thus become an heir of 
the inheritance and a joint heir with 
Christ Himself. ; 

After sailing by Crete they met the 
storm, as Paul had feared, and for 
two weeks they were exceedingly 
tossed by the tempest, saw neither sun 
nor stars in many days, and all hope 
that they should be saved war taken 
away. A glance at the map will show 
that they had completed about half the 
voyage from Syria to Italy before 
they ran into this storm. I remember 
thinking much about it as one beauti- 
ful day in the fall of 1897 we sailed 
across from Port Said, in Egypt. to 
Brindisi, in Italy, and we passed close 
by Crete. I cun never forget that 
most refreshing sail across the Medi- 
terranean after the heat of China and 
India and tropical seas and, last of all, 
the blue Red sea. which, the captain 
said, may have been called red be- 
cause it was so often red hot. We met 
no euroclydon, and, though I have 
been in some storms, yet never have I 
known anything like this that Paul 
pagsed through. Thank God for all 
who know in storm and fair weather 
the refuge and rest there are in the 
Lord Himself and in the consciousness 
of His presence and care. He is in- 
deed our refuge and strength, a very 
present help in trouble, a refuge from 
the storm (Ps. xlvi, 1; Isa. xxv, 4). He 
was watching over bis servant In all 
this storm and probably comforted 
him with the assurance, “The Lord on 
high is mightier than the noise of 
many waters—yea, than the mighty 
waves of the sea” (Ps. xciii, 4). No 
doubt the assurance in chapter xsill, 
11, “Thou must bear witness also at 
Rome,” rested Paul and made him he- 
lieve that there was some way out of 
this, although the others had given up 


all hope. Well, there came a day when® 


Paul stood forth in the midst of them 
and, with a word about the mistake 
they had made in, loosing from Crete, 
told them bow a messenger from God 
had come to him the night before and 
had assured him that, while the, ship 
would be lost by being wrecked upon 
some island, there would be no loss of 
any man's life. and he added in the 
words of the proverbial saying. “There 
shall not an hair fall from the head of 
any of you.” Compare I Sam, xiv, 45; 
II Sam. xiv, 11; I Kings 1, 52; Matt. x, 
30; Luke xii, 7; xxi, 18 He exhorted 
them to “be of good cheer” (22, 25, 36), 
and he was successful, for as he took 
bread and gave thanks to God in the 
presence of them all and began to eat 
they also ate enough to strengthen 
them and were all of good cheer. . 

Thus one man helped 275 others by 
his confidence in God (verses 34-37). 
What a beautiful illustration of “In 
quietness and in confidence shall be 
your strength” (Isa. xxx, 15). They 
were of good cheer not because the 
storm had ceased, but because they 
had words from heaven on which to 
rest. No words of earth or of man’s 
wisdom can give rest in time of real 
trouble. but we camerest quietly and 
unwaveringly on the words of Him 
who died for us and rose again and 
who has all power in heaven and on 
earth. Whether this was another ap- 
pearance of the Lord Jesus Himself, 
as on three previous occasions (ix, 17; 
xviil, 9; xxifl, 11), or a messenger such 
as Gabriel, it was certainly a message 


straight from heaven reminding Paul’ 


that he must be brought before Caesar 
and that Le must not be afraid (verse 
24) Then there was added, “And, lo, 
God hath given thee all them that sail 
wih thee,” 

How grand are Paul's words con- 
cerning his relationship to the Lord, 
“Whose | am and whom I serve” (23), 
the property of no earthly master, un- 
der no man's thumb, however great 


but able to say with Elijab and Eifstra, 
“The Lord of Hosts liveth, before 
whom I stand.” We know that one of 
his great principles was “not as pleas-, 
ing men, but God, who trieth our 
hearts” (I Thess, if, 4). Then his words, 
of simple confidence in God, “1 believe 
| God. that it shall be even as it was 
told me” (25)—what a motto for a life- 
time! Let us say it concerning every, 
promise and prediction in all the book;, 
let us be folly persuaded that what; 
God has promised He will perform 
(Rom. iv, 21), and let us see “Jesus 
only.”

IMPROVEMENTS SUGGESTED BY 
GOVERNMENT OFFICIAL 


A. F. Dillinger Sends an Elaborate Re- 
port to Railway Commission on the 
Question of Live Stock Transporta- 
tion—Many Valuable Suggestions 
are Elaborated—Should be Regular 
Shipping Day on Branch Lines, 


Ottawa.—A, F. Dillinger, operating 
assistant to the railway commission, 
has sent to the commission a most 
elaborate and comprehensive report on 
the question of live stock transporta- 
tion in the west. He travelled ex- 
tensively over the C. P. R., C. N. R. 
and G. T, P. and made a first hand 
study of the. whole problem. 

He makes a number. of important 
recommendations which will likely. be 
acted on by the board shortly. He 
suggests that each section foreman be 
made responsibie for the condition of 
the stockyards on his section, such as 
repair and keeping the yards clean. 

Another suggestion is that all the 
yards except where there are gravel 
bottoms, be floored with old ties and 
covered with cinders, providing pro- 
per drainage. ‘Lhis he thinks will be 
inore econumical and wil last for 
years. 

The third recommendation is that 
the practice of building stock yards in 
connection with grain loading plat- 
forms be discontinued. it is impos- 
sible, he points out, to load stock at 
the same time as grain and heavy ma- 
chinery is being unloaded. It often 
results in delay in loading the stock. 
A suggestion in regard to watering 
the stock is that where railway tanks 
are located a pipe connection be made 
at-the bottom of the tank providing 
a flaw outside of the wall allowing 
shippers to obtain water which they 
can haul to the stock yards. He also 
makes a recommendation as to re- 
modelling of the yards) as the present 
arrangement is inconvenient and un- 
satisfactory. 

Probably the most important re- 
commendation from a shippers stand- 
point is that the railways establish 
a stock shipping day once a week on 
branch lines suitable to stock ship- 
pers. To assure fast shipments he 
suggests that trains be run 20 per 
cent. light of tonnage and as far as 
possible way freight for day be cut 
out in order to make faster time. 

A valuable feature of Dillinger’s re- 
port is weath of detail as to stock 
shipments in the west. He visited 
every shipping point in the west and 
embodies in his report the condition 
of the yards, any improvements neces- 
sary, the amount of stock shipped, 
ete. .The-report is- almost —encyclo- 
paedic in its nature. 


Orientals Cannot Work on G. T. P. 
Vancouver.—W. L. M. King, minis- 
ter of labor, in a letter published here, 
explains that the statements he made 
at the recent meeting of the Trades 
and Labor Congress at Quebéc relative 
to the cost of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
railway, should not be .construed to 
mean that the government contem- 
plates allowing the wotk to be done by 
Oriental labor to reduce the cost. 

He goes on to aver that what he 
said was that there is likely.to be con- 
siderable difference in the cost of the 
Canadian Pacific and Grand Trunk 
lines, because the former was con- 
structed by imported Chinese laborers 
and the other with white. He also 
says that the government has no in- 
tention- of letting down the bars to 
the Orientals as a means of cheap- 
eni the cost of the Grand Trunk, 
and aa not even been requested to 
do so. 


Canadians Gain Some Concessions 

Ottawa.—J. A. Ruddick, Dominion 
Dairy Commissioner, calls attention to 
an unexpected advantage accruing to 
Canadian dairymen as a result of the 
doption of the new tariff in the United 
States. Under the old tariff the duty 
on cream was five cents per pound, 
and under the new tariff it is five 
cents per gallon. The change is 
thought to have been a clerical error, 
but the effect of it is to send a large 
quantity of Canadian cream across the 
border. The United States duty on 
butter is six cents per pound, but by 
shipping a very rich cream the duty 
will Reute out at about 1 1-4 cents per 
pound of butter. Some twelve or fif- 
teen creameries have already begun to 
ship their whole output of cream, 
which nets the patruds about 27 cents 
per pound of fat. 

Socialists Made Gains in Germany- 

Berlin.—The diet elections in Sax- 
ony and Baden show large ‘Socialist 
ains. The Socialists gained seats in 

resden, Leipsic and Chemnitz, and 
even won several from the. Conserva- 
tices in the country districts. Ten 
Socialists had been definitely elected 
and 35 entire ballots. In Baden, both 
Socialists and Liberals have made big 
gains in the city districts, the Clericals 
and Conservatives losing some seats. ”

SHIPPING OF LIVE STOCK SUBSIDY FOR AUSTRALIAN LINE 


Imperial Export Company of Toronto 
Appiies for Government 
Assistance 


Ottawa.—The annual subsidy of a 
quarter of a million per year for three 
years in aid of a projected line of 
freight steamers from Canada to Au- 
stralia and New Zealand was applied 
for by a deputation of marine and 


manufacturing interests, which waited 


upon Sir Wilfrid Laurier, Sir Richard 
Cartwright and Hon. Messrs, Field- 
ing and Patterson. The line is being 
promoted by tne Imperial Export com. 
pany, Toronto, and its steamers would 
run from Montreal, Quebec, St. John 
and Halifax. 

It was urged that at the present time 
a great proportion of the Canadian 
freight from’ New Zealand goes 
through New York. Six sailings a 
year are proposed. The company also 
proposes to begin. with chartering 
steamers and guarantees a minimum 
of 50,000 tons of freight for each sail- 
ing, failing which they would not 
claim the subsidy. It was contended 
that the new line of steamers would 
prove a great factor in the develop- 
ment of inter-imperial trade. 

The premier promised that the mat- 
ter would be taken up and spatvabae, | 
considered by the cabinet council. 
The deputation which was introduced 
by ‘J. G. Turiff, M.P., included Wm. 
McMaster, of Montreal; H. P. Smith, 
of Owen Sound; C. A. McCool, ex- 
M.P., and several local representatives 
of manufacturing firms. 


King Alfonso Stays At Home 


London.—King Alfonso has abandon- 
ed his daily outings, the Daily Chron- 
icle’s Madrid corréspondent reports in 
a letter just received and is almost a 
prisoner in the Royal Palace, The let- 
ter goes on to say: “Since the news 
was received at the palace of the first 
demonstrations .against King Alfonso, 
he has worn a dejected appearance 
and fears are expected that his health 
may be affected. I am assured that 
the king already is suffering from 
sleeplessness, and loss of appetite. 

‘Notwithstanding statements to the 
contrary, and the apparent tranquility 
that reigns over Madrid and the pro- 
vinces, to the careful observer it is 
but a sham. No one acquainted with 
the situation will deny that the anar- 
chist element is actively preparing to 
avenge Ferrer’s death. Threatening 
letters are pouring in daily at the 
palace, and the official residences of 
the ministers. The latter are escorted 
by large bodies of detectives. 

“The censor has doubled the strin- 
gency of his methods and it is almost 
impossible to send any news unfavor- 
able to the government by wire.” 


Between Deep Sea and Tax Collector 

Ottawa.—E. 8. Kirkpatrick, Canadian 
trade commissioner at Havana, reports 
to the department of trade and com- 
merce that a number of Canadians 
who have been induced to setle at. the 
colony known as Ocean Beach, Cuba, 
are having hard experiences. The sale 
of land which is being advertised in 
Canada, he says, is resulting only in 

rofits to the company which owns it. 
Trouble arises from the fact that two 
municipalities—Mantun and Guave— 
both claim the right to collect taxes 
from the newcomers. One municipal- 
ity advises them not to pay, while the 
ainet is arresting and imprisoning 
them if they refuse to do so. One of 
the Canadians writing to a Havana 
newspaper aye that the colony is be- 
ing ground ti e a pebble between two 
stones. Several Canadians were ar- 
rested and fined. 


All Red Bike Route 

, Edmonton, — Maxwell, Clarke, an 
Englisman, who is touring the ‘‘all red 
route” of the British empire on a 
bicycle, reached the city recently and 
started to ride to Calgary. He has 
completed a trip of 3,000 miles on a 
bieyele, including a tour of Australia. 
Altogether he ie travelled 20,000 
miles on British soil. 

In his words he has accomplished 
the “‘all red route” by labor and hospi- 
tality. Where he could not ride he 
worked his way. Where he could not 
get work he trusted to hospitality. He 
has talked with all prominent men in 
the empire and has the signatures of 
Lord Strathcona, Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
and others in his diary. 


France Rejoices at Defeat of Maura 

Paris.—The French press hails with 
satisfaction the fall of the Maura Cab- 
inet in Spain and expresses the nape 
that the change of government marks 
the beginning of better days for that 
monarchy. It is especially pleased 
that the possibility of Franco-Spanish 
complications regarding affairs in Mo- 
rocco appears to have passed. The 
Socialists papers consider that the de- 
feat of the abel erate Government 
was due to indignation manifested 
abroad, than to the domestic situation. 


What Canadian Preference Meant 

London.—Lord Milner said that he 
had asked a man, whose business it 
was to study the question of importa- 
tion of British vhs to Canada, to tell 
him honestly the effect. of the Canad- 
ian preference on Bringeh goad. She 
Man was non-partisan, but had grea 
eiemstion He replied: “It has 
saved for Great Britain whatever trade 
she has with Canada.” 


Premier Will Talk With Mr, Oliver 

Ottawa.—The Imperial South Afri- 
can Veterans’ deputation saw Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier and Sir Frederick Borden 
in regard to obtaining land grants. Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier promised to take up 
the matter with the Minister of Inter- 
jor on his return from the west. 


CHANGE FOR HOMERULE| 


EVERYTHING HANGS ON ACTION 
OF HOUSE OF LORDS 


T. P. O'Connor, Member of Parliament 
for Liverpool, is Very Hopeful of 
Attainment of Home Rule for tre- 
land—Believes That'a General Elec- 
tion Over the Budget Crisis Would 
Now Help the Cause Considerably. 


New, York.—Budding hopes for 
Home Rule for Ireland are held out by 
T. P. O’Connor, member of parliament 
for Liverpool, one of John Redmond’s 
chief lieutenants, who arrived on the 
Lusitania to spend a short time in this 
country raising funds to aid the Irish 
parliamentary party. 

As the situation now stands every- 
thing hinges on the action to be taken 
by the House of Lords on the budget, 
said Mr. O’Connor. 

“Tf the budget is thrown out by 
the House of Lords,” said. Mr. O’Con- 
nor, “it means a general election, 
which woll necessitate large expedi- 
tures by our party. The election will 
help Ireland because it is bound to 
be followed by a fair balancing of 
the parties that will make the Irish 
vote an important factor in parlia- 
ment. 

“To Judge what the House of Lords 
will do with the budget is problem- 
atical, Personally I have been under 
the impression that it would pass the 
buget but you hear something very 
different every minute. I regard the 
Ho for Home Rule as very favor- 
able.”’ 

A deputation from the municipal 
council of the United Irish League of 
America greeted the Irish leader on 
his arrival. 


Doesn't Believe in Hudson Bay Route 

Montreal.—Addressing the No- 
mad’s club on the question of trans- 
portation, Senator Casgrain expressed 
a strong opinion that the Hudson bay 
route would never be of any use for 
the carrying of grain or other produce 
from the northwest to Great Britain, 
as the prevalence of ice during the 
most of the year and the high cost of 
insurance would much more than 
counter-balance any saving by the 
short land haul,

in it.

e Saskatoon-Strathcona Line Will 
be in Operation in a Very 
Short Time 

Edmonton.—The action of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railroad in spending 
$1,250,000 in constructing a bridge over 
the Saskatchewan river between Fd- 
{ monton and Strathcona is believed to 
| reveal the intention of the company to 
extend its lines into the Athabasca 
and Peace River valleys and ultimate- 
ly to build a line to the coast by way 
of the Pine River Pass. It is not 
thought probable that the company 
would spend so much money to reach 
Edmonton alone. 

The new line will, it is thought, be a 
continuation of the one just completed 
between Winnipeg and Strathcona by 
way of Wetaskiwin, and will pass 
through one of the richest agricultural 
and mining belts in the Dominion. 

The new C. P. R. line from Saska- 
toon through Central Alberta to Strath- 
cona by way of Wetaskiwin was finish- 
ed last week, and the company is now 
celebrating the completion of the sec- 
ond main line through the prairies, 
giving direct connection between Win- 
nipeg and Edmonton. F. W. Peters, 
assistant to Second. Vice-President 
Whyte, announces that the operation 
of trains on the new line will begin 
this fall, but whether it will mean the 
taking off of one of the trains on the 
Strathcona-Calgary line, he cannot yet 
say. 


Lioyd-George Had to Revise Estimate 

London, Eng.—David Lloyd-George, 
chancellor of the exchequer, presented 
in the ‘house of commons the budget 
estimates as revised by him. The new 
figures show a falling off from the 
original estimates aggregating $10,500,- 
000, of which slump $4,000,000 may be 
accounted for by the decreased rev- 
enue on spirits since the new and 
higher taxes were levied against them. 
To offset these decreases there are esti- 
mated increases of $9,250,000 included 
in which are unexpected windfalls in 
the shape of death duties — totalling 
$6,500,000 more than was originally ex- 
pected and thus saving the chancellor 
from the necessity of Satins a serious 
deficit.

London.—Marie Corelli reiterates in 
a magazine article her entire disap- 
proval of women in politics. Never- 
theless she would be willing to en- 
franchise them if they proved able to 
meet a test which she suggests. Let 
the suffragettes, she says, in effect, ac- 
quire a building, furnish it like the 
House of Commons, and handle for 
three years the same subjects being 
dealth with by the members of parlia- 
ment. If the women during that per- 
iod are guiltless of any violent clap- 
| $rap or actions, if they endure all 
night sittings without appearing in 
the public in their night gear, and if 
they show themselves wiser than men 
let them have votes. 


Ten Thousand Perish 
‘London.—Dispatches from Calcutta 
state that fully 10,000 persons perish- 
ed in the terrific storm that swept over 
Bengal, razing towns and destroying 
shipping on the Ganges. 

The wind raged with cyclonic fury, 
co: pletely wrecking the town of Goal- 
anda. Many other east Bengal sta- 
tions are reported to have been partly 
or completely destroyed. The loss was 
particularly heavy among the river 
craft, and several steamers are also 
reported sunk. 


Railway Building at Stettler 

Stettler, Alta.—The ©, P. R. grade is 
premecelyy finished to Castor, and rails 

ave been laid about half-a-mile out of 
town. Nothing is being done at pres- 
ent in the way of further track laying 
on that line. 

The C.N.R. is grading up to Stett- 
ler, and has a high level grade 60 
miles south. 

Three hundred teams are at work 
south of the town. Five hundred men 
are wanted to push the grade towards 
Calgary. 


No More Powers for Manager Hays 

London.—At a meeting of the Grand 
Trunk directorate Sir Charles Rivers- 
Wilson said that the change in the 
office. of C. M. Hays. was only titular. 
He became president of the company, 
but had no more powers now than he 
had before. The board would have no 
less authority than before. He com- 
plained at the delay in the building of 
the road from Winnipeg to Cochrane, 
and intimated that the company might 
ask the government for compensation.

RAPID RAILWAY EXTENSION THE AMBITION OF JAPAN 


ASPIRES TO BE MISTRESS OF THE 
PACIFIC 


The Navy League Annual, Just Pub- 
lished, Contains an Article by M. 
Satori Kato, That is Full of Sig- 
nificance—Japan Can Build Her 
Own Navy at Home, and Can Man 
Ships With Heroes. 


London.—An article which is likely 
to be much discussed and create some 
degree of nervous apprehension in cer. 
tin- quarters, appears in the Navy 
League Annual, just published. It is 
signed by a Japanese, M. Satori Kato, 
| who is clearly no novice in his subject. 

“The Mastery of the Pacific,” is the 
title given to the article. One seems 
to detect the occasion of it in its deli- 
| cately satirical allusion to the recent 

cruise of the American fleet in the Pa- 
| cific ocean. 

“In its feat of conducting a modern 
armada around the world the United 
States of America, says the Japanese 
writer, “‘has shown us remarkable 
luxury.” 

The object of the artice apparently 
is to show that Japan has now master- 
ed her problem of naval construction ; 
that the islanders can build warships 
with material, including steel, pro- 
duced at home; t&at everything costs 
the Japanest government next to no- 
thing; that the/personnel of the Jap- 
anese navy is composed of local patri- 
ots and heroes, who scarcely require 
salaries or wages, and that, in the 
event of war, Japan could, as if by 
magic, throng the Pacific with ar- 
madas manned by heroes who have 
made Nelson their model and fetched 
the temper of Trafalgar from the west 
to the far east. 

“Whether allowed or disallowed,” 
observes M, Satori Kato, ‘“‘Japan’s in- 
sistent aspiration is to be mistress of 
the Pacific. All is peace for the pres- 
ent. But nobody knows how soon the 
world may be plunged into war. The 
alliance with Great Britain may be 
annulled some day, but even then Ja- 
pan will conquer, for she is prepared 
with men, so to speak, slightly strong- 
er than armor plates.’ : 


Status of the Western Teachers 


Montreal—Dr. John Struthers, secre- 
tary of the Scotch education depart- 
ment, with headquarters in London, 
who has been visiting the different 
Canadian centres, said rior to his de- 
parture that he was frst impressed 
with the splendid liberality of the pro. 
vinces of Alberta and Saskatchewan 
towards their schools and. also with 
the Macdonald College at St. Ann’s, 
which he pronounced as the wonder 
of the generation. 

He says, however, that the status 
of the western teacher is not high 
enough, as he remarked that a young 
girl out of the course would command 
the splendid salary of $600 per an- 
num. 

In fact he thought that when the 
trained teachers of Scotland ‘hear of 
these prices, there will be a general 
movement towards the plains of West- 
ern Canada. 


Indian Corn Grown in Alberta 


Calgary—That Indian corn can be 
grown with success in Alberta is de- 
monstrated by the samples of a crop 
raised by George Lane, of Strathmore, 
and which were received by Mr. Winn 
of the immigration agency. 

Mr. Lane’s experiment in this di- 
rection proved conclusively that the 
climatic conditions are most favorabie 
Next 
year Mr. Lane will put in twenty-five 
acres of this grain—the first corn crop 
which has been yet produced in the 
province. 


Edmonton Will Probably Get Bridge 

Edmonton.—The C. P, R. agreement 
providing for the entrance of the rail- 
way company into Edmonton by 
| means of the high level bridge and for 
| the construction of a traffic deck upon 
that bridge when payment of $586,000 
| is made through the city of Edmonton, 
}is now ready for submission to the 
| ratepayers, having been given its three 
| readings at an adjourned meeting of 
| the city council. The agreement will 
| be at once advertised and voted upon 
by the ratepayers. 


B. C. Is Undecided 

Victoria.—A member of the cabinet 
announced, in addition to the pre- 
mier’s reply to the Winnipeg delega- 
tion, that it largely depends on what 
the Dominion government and the 
other provinces do. If they come for- 
ward well, British Columbia will be 
in the foremost for putting in a credit- 
able exhibit, 


Mount Vesuvius Acting Up Again 

Naples.—Mount Vesuvius is again 
very active, Quantities of stones were 
thrown out the other day, falling in- 
side the crater, The ejection was pre- 
ceded and accompanied by detona- 
tions. This is considered the most 
serious eruption of Mount Vesuvius 
since 1906. 

Would Abolish the Jury System 

Toronto.—To Mr. Justice Magee the 
grand jury *recommended that ‘“‘con- 
sideration be given to abolishing of 
trials by jury in cases where capital 
punishment might apply, in order that 
evidence may be weighed . by those 
most capable of judging guilt or other- 
wise of accused.”

A Steward, at $1,800 a Year Will Do 
Mrs. Taft's Marketing. 

Mrs, Taft has the reputation of be- 
ingg an excellent housekeeper. But 
little of this kind of work will fall to 
her lot as mistress of the White 
House, A steward is provided at $1,- 
800 a year to look after such matters. 

It is his duty to hire all the servants, 
to give orders to the housekeeper and 
to do all the marketing. He is pro- 
vided with a government Dayton wag- 
on in which to do his shopping. 

He is a sworn government official, 
who under the terms of a bond of 
$20,000 given before he enters upon 
his duties is personally responsible for 
all government property used in the 
White House. This includes table lin- 
en, plate, glass, furniture, carpets and 
ornaments, 

Whenever the first lady of the land 
wishes any repairs or changes made 
she has simply to call upon the en- 
gineer officer of the army who Is de- 
tailed in the dual capacity of superin- 
tendent of public buildings and 
grounds and master of ceremonies at 
the White House. He is allowed $35,- 
000 a year for the care and refurnish- 
ing of the mansion and an equal 
amount for repairs, $6,000 for fuel, 
$9,000 for greenhouses and $4,000 for 
care of the White House grounds. 

All food bills, including those for 
the four state dinners given each year 
or for the entertainment of distin- 
guished foreigners in Washington. 
must be paid out of the president’s 
own private funds. The four state 
banquets usually cost about $1,000 
each. The floral decorations for the 
White House, however, come from the 
government greenhouses. The music, 
too, is free, being furnished by the fa- 
mous Marine band at Washington. 

In the basement of the White House 
the new mistress will find two modern 
kitchens, a large laundry room and a 
wonderful pantry, containing an elec- 
tric dish heater, with a capacity of 
3.000 dishes and plates. At the state 
dinners, over which she presides, the 
viands, prepared in her two kitchens 
by one of the best caterers in the coun- 
try, will be served on a $30,000 service 
of Wedgwood china, besides the new 
glassware bought under the Roosevelt 
regime and the historic silver plate 
collected. by White House matrons 
since Adams’ time,
